Hons will make the Ballance incline much 
more to your ſide. 

It was a cuſtom to repreſent Juſtice 
blindfolded , holding a Balance in one 
Hand ; but if the other had not becn 
arm*d with a Sword, and hada Lion 
plac*d by her ſide, which is the badge of 
Force and Might, ſhe would have been but 
a ridiculous Maygame, expos*d to the 
violence and raſhneſs of Men. So we may 
ſay, he that has the power in his Hand is 
the Maſter of Jaſtice,and whether ſhe will 
or no, muſt of neceſlity betake her ſelf 
Lo his ſite, and hght under his Standards 
avain't the weakett, and this 1s your Ma- 
je!ty's Righr. But,fays his Majelty, ſince 
things are in this cordition, and that I 
fee my ſeif Maſter of Force and of Juſtice, 
ſhall I not do well to puſh my 200d fortune 


totheend, and to render my ſelf, by my 
Armies 
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Armies always victorious and triumphant 
over all the States which ſhall be at my 
diſcretion and ſerve for my conveni- 
ence, having placed my ſelf ſafe from the 
oppolition of mine Enemies? Very well, 
ſays Luxemburgh, there 1s no other obſta- 
cle which is capable to ſtop your Majeſty 
but the Faith of Treaties. But that is 
another Goſpel for your Majeſty for 
which you care but very little. We ſay 
of King Join the Firſt, one of your An- 
ceſtors deſcended from the firſt Branch 
of YValois, that that Prince was fo great an 
obſerver of his Word, that they gave him 
the Title of Good. He was accuſtomed to 
ſay , that when Fidelity and good Faith 
mould be baniſhed the World, they ought 
ro be found in the perſon of a Prince. 

T his Prince, anſwer*'d his Majeſty, did 
not know Machiavcl ; and you ſhould have 
added at the ſame time that he was very 
unhappy during his Reign ; and 1 donot 
doubt but his too great Gogdneſs was in 
part the cauſe of his Misfortunes. * 

For having loſt the Battle of Poifiers 
againſt the Engliſh, who were commanded 
by the Prince of Wales, a great Captain, 
tne. King was taken and carried Priſoner 
to London, from whence he came not our, 
but by the treaty of Brerigny, by which

And really to 
run through all the Reigns that have pre- 
ceded this, we do not ſee that Charles the 
Seventh, Francis the Firſt, Charles the 
Eight h,Charlemain, and Henry the Fourth, 
no more than Tous the Thirteenth, have 
had ſo many Enemies at one time upon 
their Hands. 

But that which ſurprizes me the moſt, 
and which I look upon as a Miracle, 1s, 
that in the midſt of ſo many Enemies your 
Majeſty equally enjoys your ſelf, and 
gives your Orders every where with as 
much tranquility as1if you were in a pro- 
found Peace. Things being tn this con- 
dition I have but one thing to know of 
your Majeſty, which I deſire you to truſt 
me with; after which I wi!l ingage my 
ſelf to lay down a way which ſhall 
infaliibly conduct you to a general peace 
In leſs than two Campaigns. 

I have already told you, Luxemvurgh, 
ſays his Majeſty,that I put full confidence 
in you, and that I have choſen you as one 
of my beſt Counſellors in the condition 
I find my ſelf; becauſe really I have re- 
mark'd,that my Aﬀairs have put on _

Spirit, as 1s faid,that you have to win Bat- 
tles, makes you Bolder and more undaunt- 
ed. Bzitas it will, the Battle of Fluu-ns 
which you won me,bas been 4 great bene- 
fitto me : lt has put my rottering Afﬀeairs 
into a good con1ition; and if any other 

but you had had the diſpoſal of it, I ſhould 
have run a great hazard of loſin ng It, 

ſince that fifty thouſand Men of my beſt 
Troops had a great deal of trouble to de- 
feat twenty four thouſand which com- 
pos'd the Enemies Army. I add alſo this 
circumſtance,that the Victory heinga long 
Lime Ballancd by the great reliiſtance 
which the Enemies Foot made, and which 
you did not expect, you were alſo ob- 
lizged to encourage my Troops, which re- 

fus'd to charge again the fourth time, 
and pulling off yourHat deſir'd theOfficers 
to put themſelves in mind of the honour of 
France, and of the glory of their Prince; 
v-inch ſo ſtrongly animated them,that com- 
11g to the Charge they oblig*d the Vittory 
to declare it ſelf for my Arms. I believe, 
it poor d* Humicres had been there to 

coinmand, 
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command as he was the Campaign before, 
the good Man would have been in a great 
deal of tronble. But I much doubt, £#ux- 
emburgh, if the Prince of Or-ange had been 
at the Head of that Army, whetner you 
would have come off ſo cheap as you did 
with Prince Waldeck. 

Sir, ſays Luxemburgh, when 1 ſhall come 
mand againſt the Prince of Orange, I will 
content my ſelf to play the cunning part ; 
but when Prince Waldeck ſhall Command, 
I pretend to go eat his Bread , and to En- 
camp in his Country, and to lead him up 
and down where | pleaſe; the reaſon of 
It 1s, that the Prince of Crange 1s ſtirring 
and ſpares not his own Perſon, preſenting 
himſelf every where in a Battle, contem- 
ning danger, enjoying himſelf, and gi- 
ving Orders without confuſion. 

But, ſays his Majeſty, How did you doat 
the buſineſs of LZeufſe ?! for he was at the 
Head of that Army all the Campaign. 

Sir, anſwer?d Luxcmburgh, I took care 
not to attack his Army at that time, but I 
juſt took the occaſion of his departure, 
and with difficulty came to underſtand 
by Six of my beſt Spies, that he was Ar- 
rived at Breda ,, when I] made the Horſe 
march.'T o deceive the Enemies by a Strata- 
gem pleaſant enovgh, I took with me 
Meſlieurs 
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Meſſieurs the Dukes de Charters and dis 
Main, and we went all three to Tournay 
with a deſign to ſee there a Play. Wear- 


' riv'd there about Six of the Clock in the 


Afternoon, it was juſt the Eve of the A- 
tion, which was tc paſs the next day 
about 8 or 9 of the Clock in the Morning, 
as we had contriv'd.

But, ſays his Majeſty, the Engliſh are 
lixe- Cats, the more you careſs them the 
leſs they « OMe near you: If it ſhould hap- 
pen that they ſhouldchange Opinion in the 
very momint of the Battle, and that they 
ſhould joynly fight with the Hollanders, 
where woul Tour ville be, and what would 
become of ©y poor Fleet? 

Sir, ſa'S Luxemburgh , your Majeſty 
muſt baniſhout of your imagination any 
ſuch thought: 1t is a deceiving fancy, and 
a Bird of anill Omen which comes to 
trouble you. We have ſeen but one ſuch 
Cataſtrophe Ii happen'd to your Majeſty 
and' you havcather reaſon to preſage a 
Vittory than aJefear. 

In ſhort, ſa) his Majeſty, fince you arc 
of that opinio! and that you adviſe me 
to hazard a Bate, I will give my Orders. 
to Tourville to at effec. 

But as to- © bu{lineis of Namur, it

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ſeems to me that one Hundred and Fifcy 
Thouſand Men 1s not enough to aer- 
take a Stege of that importance, and to 
poſleſs ſo vaſt a ground as that. 

Sir, ſays Luxemburgh, we are not now 
ina time when they marched with Fonr 
or Five Hundred Thouſand fighting Men. 
We read in the Hiſtory of the Kings of 
the firſt Race, that Attila Kinz of the 
Huns came into the Field with an Army of 
five Hundred Thouſand men, carling him- 
ſelf to be called the Scourge of 30d ; but 
notwithſtznding this great nimber, he 
was defeated by King Meroveeand Joſt in 
one Battle wi Hundred Thoifand of his 
Men. 

Sir, It 1s not the great mmbers that 
canſe Battles to be Won;in Army of 
Fifty Thouſand Men well:ommanded, 
and which makes her movemnts regular- 
ly, will beat one of an Hundrd Thouſand, 
it there happens a difrder among 
them. 

I have often heard fay ofthe incompa- 
rable Monſieur a Turenme, nd of the de- 
ceaſed Prince of Conde,thatn Army which 
exceeded the nambes” of Ifty Thouſand 
Men,incommoded herſelf.nd the Gene- 
ral that Govern \ It. 

Pelides Sir, I have mad jult computa:

Hundred Thouſand Men, ſo that your 
Majeſty having Fifty Thouſand more, you - 
will be ina condition to Beſiege the place 
and obſerve their Motions. 

But,ſfays his Majeſty, you have ſuppoſed 
that the Prince of Orange will find himſelf 
obliged to retnrn inall haſt to Erglazd, 
and that conſequently the Enemy having 
no longer this Prince commanding at their 
Head, who is their greateſt Spur, would 
ſtand ſtill unmoveable, contenting them-

Sir, ſays Luxemburgh, your Majeſty has 
nothing leſs to doubt, than that I will 
make you ſo juſt a draught of the ground,

cf the Avenuzs and Defiles which cover 
tne place , that witen your Majeſty ſhall 
be once made Maſter, of them with 
an Army of one Hundred and Fifty 
Thouſand Fighting men, as it hath 
b:en ſaid, the Prince of Orarge cannot at- 
tack \on with an Army of Two Hundred 
Thouſand Men, without hazard of being 
beaten. Your Majeſty ought to Encamp 
berwecn the S.wmbre and the Adcufe, and 
belides tat you will be cover'd by thofe 
two Rivers, you 1] have at your Rtgar 
the Army of jthe Marqueſs de Boaffier:, 

which will cover you on that ſi.e. As 
to the other Body of the Army, of 
which I ſhall have the Command, thar ihall 
polleſs all the ground between Namnr 
and the ſmall River cf Aﬀfehazore ; which 
1s juſt the only place at which the Enemy 
ca1 make their Attack, if ſo be they have 
a mind to it; beliides, many advantiges 
that I could draw from the Situation of 
the Country, which is cut off by Defiles 

and Woods, there wants but a ſmall Ri- 
ver to Stop your Enemies,th2 Meraigne or 

the Orme would ſerve me always for an 
Obſtacle,ſo that your Matefty has no cauſe 
to apprehend any danger.l will cover it {o 
well with my Army, that you will have 
no more reaſon to fear, tinn if you were 
at Verſail/es, near your good Aaimenor. 

But 
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Bot at leaſt, ſays his Majeity, yon muff 
promiſe me to avoid all engaging, and to 
Encamp your ſelf ſo well, that the Prince 
of Orange may rather dream of any other 
thiag than to force you to hight. l am appre- 
henfive of nothing more than of a Battle, 
2nd if I ſhould be preſent and happen to 


loſe it, I ſhould make an irreparable breach 
to my Glory. 


Sir, anſwer'd Luxembargh, reſt Atisfied 
thereupon. 

Let your Majeſty only give your Or- 
ders, to the end that all may be ready ; 
and that the Troops come early ; eſpeci- 
ally thoſe of Catalonia, Savoy, and Germa- 
zy, Which are the Provinces that are far- 
theſt off. As to the event,'l take It upon 
my ſelf, and 1 will always be anſwerable 
for ir, being perſwaded that this Conqueſt 
will coſt your Majeſty no more than 
that of Mons, and that you will receive 
not only great advantages, but that it will 
put you into an infallible way of ootaining 
a Peace, which I wiſh with all my Heart. 

As ſoon as Monſieur de Luxemuurgh was 
gone out, the King caus*d Monkeur de 
Catinat to be call'd in, and bid him make 
him in few words, a Report of the con- 


dition in which he left the Afﬀezirs of 
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Monſieur de Carimat fays, Sir, I have 
 {ufficiently inforn*d your Majeſty by my 
Letters of the perticulars of the War of 
Jtaly,& of the care that I have taken to ac- 
quit my felt worthily of the Government 
of your Army with which your Majeſty 
was willing to Honour me 

And if I had not all the fucceſs that I 
could have well wiſhed the laſt Campaign 
which was that of 1691. I have never- 
theleſs donc as muci as lay in any Man's 
power with fo ſmall a number as | had. 
But the arrival of the Elector of Bav.ris 
in Piedmont ſpoiPd all by the great num- 
ber of Germans which he brought with 
him, which being joyn'a with the Troops 
of Spain and Savoy, Forn'd an Army 
itronger than mine by more than half. 
This inequality of Force ftop'd immediate- 
ly the happy Progreſs I had made in the 
beginning of the Campaign ; neverthe- 
leſs without going out of my natural 
Seat. 

I made all the movements 1 thought 
my ſelf oviig.' to make, to cover the 
Country, to guard the Paſlages, and to 
ſhun an Engagement. to w::1chthey would 
have drawn me,your Myjeſty having ex- 
preſly forbid me; and that w:s a great 
fortune to me to have to do with Gcirmans, 
who 
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who gave me thetime well to retrench, 
and to poſſeſs my ſelf of all the Poſts, after 
having leftinCarmanioleFour or Five [hou- 
ſand Men, and cauſed all the Hills and 
Paſſages of S4z4 to be takenup. As to the 
Shock your Majeſties Armies ſuffer*d at the 
Siege of Cons ( which Monſieur de Bulonae 
had the imprudence to abandon after he 
had his Trenches open'd againſt it for 
many days, it was ſufficiently counterba- 
lanc'd by the ſmall progreſs the Imperia- 
{ts made; becauſe, beſides their coming 
late into the Field, the miſintelligence 
which reign'd amongſt their Generals ab- 
ſolutely broke the conrſe of their Enter- 
prizes which were terminated at the ta- 
king of Carman:ole, The Extract of their 
Counſels of War, I had by means of a 
Penſion which I paid to one of their Ge- 
nerals, ( as I acquainted your Majeſty 
by a Letter) was of great Service to me, 
and I made uſe of one Brother Recoler, a 
German, by whom I had my be Corre- 
ſpondences to receive my Letters by a ſure 
hand, which were bronght to me by one 
named Jeret, a Savoyard by Nation, who 
went and took them in a Trunk of an old 
Iree,where the brother Recolet had took 
2 Care to put them. I then underſtood

E are under the greateſt trouble in the 
World, ro underftand that the deſign 
yea bad verbally propes'd to hu Elefloral High- 
neſs of Bavaria and to the Duke of Savoy, 
ro enter into Dauphine by the Valley of Keiras, 
WAs not receiv 'd as you expetted, and as we 
miſh'd. We earneſily pray you 4s mary 45 
we are, the numbcr nhercof 15 ſo great that 
you would be ſurprizcadif 1 ſhould tell you, out 
4 that doth not concern the conattion of the at- 
fair in hand, 1 deſire you to e::cuſe me for 
ſeveral reaſons. We ſuppltcate you , I ſay, 
#ranimouſly to come back to your Pot, and 
ro be willing once more to employ your tereſt 
to make their Highneſſes and CountCaraffa un- 
derſtand.that it is ſo important a thing to enter 
mt0Dauphin this Campaign,taking advantage 
of the weakneſs of the places, of the good aiſ- 
poſetion in mhich the Peiple are at preſent 
found , and of an aſſured Conqueſt of 
the whole Country, tf you come ſtreight to Gre- 
noble, that if you nigh it, / & Propheſſe 
there will remain 710 more to the Allies than an 
zmmort.l afſatisfattion for hauing gone no 
jartier, when you might have penetrated even 
110 the Heart of France.

We have written ſeveral Letters upon the

Count Caraffa ſeeing that Monſieur de 
Schomberg came immediately to matter of 
fat, and that he maintaind his Opinion 
by ſtrong proofs, and remarking be- 
ſides, that his Eleoral Highneſs of Bava- 
7ia, the Duke of Savoy, the Prince Engene, 
the Duke de Leganez, the Count dc Palfs, 
and the Marqueſs de Pianeſe, who were all 
preſent, ſeemd in ſome meaſure to be 
willing to applaud him, withdrew im- 
mediately out of the Council, and went 
home, proteſting that he would remain 
firm 1n his firſt reſolution ; that the Coun- 
cil might reſolve what they thought fit ; 
but for him he knew what ke had to do, 
and that the Imperial Troops of which 
he had the chief Command, ſhould make 
no Other motion than what he ſtould or- 
der them ; that he knew the Emperour's 
mind , ard ſo it was necdleſs to loſe time 
in employing it to deliberate there- 
npon. 

This way of procedure, which was 
ſo little expected, extreamly ſurpriz'd 
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the other Generals. But the Count de 
Schomberg appear'd ſo ſenſibly touch'd at 
it, that he without any more ado preſent- 
ly complain'd, and alſo afterwards ac- 
quainted them , that he was © little ſa- 
tisfhed 1n /raly, that he efen reſolv?d to go - 
back into Holland, or into Brandenbcurg, 
where he had formerly Commanded the 
Troops of his EleQoral Highneſs of Brar- 
denbourg. The Duke of Bavaria was no 
leſs concern'd, that after having Travel- 
led through all Germany and Italy to come 
by hard Journeys into Piedmont, where he 
was expected with ſuch impatience , 
which he did, notwithſtanding the acceſs. 
of a Fever , which he found very hard to 
get rid of, without reckoning a Thouſand 
other unhappy mifortunes which he felt, 
during the length of his Journey: And all 
this in hopes to have gather*d Lawrels at 
his Arrival; if he met with nothing leſs, 
that he muſt reſt contented, as alſo his 
other Companions, withan Idea only 
which they formed to themſelves of a 
Glorious Campaign. ? 

The Duke ofSavoy was he who loſt moſt 
by theſe Diſputes, and whom the matter 
touch'd neareſt; but as he had not the 
experience of other Generals, he found 
himſelf not in a condition with a heat 


proper 
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proper for the canſe, to maintain an Opji- 
nioa ſo plauſible and fo diſintereſled as 
that of Count Scomberg?s appear'd. 
Beſides, he was willing to conſent to it, 
becauſe they look'd upon this undertaking 
25 the only remedy which preſented it ſelf 
to incommode their Enemy, and to diſ- 
i charge their poor States from the Inſup- 
portable burthen of the Auxiliary 
Troops, which would Trinmph with 
Joy, faid he, if they ſhonld ſee themſelves 
once Poltcl in the Enemies Country, to 
take their Winter Quarters there, which 
| is juſt the grievance of the Germans. 
| But tne bitter Draught that Count Ca- 
{ rafja could not ſwallow,was quite another 
thing. He ſaw amongſt the Princes of 
Jtaly plenty enough of all things. It 1s a 
Country flowing with Milk and Hony , 
whereas in Dauphine, he ſaw nothing bur 
Melancholy Deſerts, and People already 
ruin'd by the War, which was more than 
ſufficient to make him take another reſo- 
lution. 
| Prince Eugene was of the Opinion of 
the Duke his Couſin, and their intereſts 
were too common, not to be united toge- 
ther. He added that he could not think 
ſelf-willdneſs was capable to produce fo 
great, diſorders, and that Princes were 
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happy when they were the only Maſters, 
and the Armies Victorious, when they 
were Commanded by one Chief; that theſe 
three years that theWars continu'd in /traly 
their diſagreement had alone done more 
hurt than the Enemy ; for *twas this an- 
gry Goddeſs of Diſcord that came inceſ- 
{antly to trouble the moſt important re- 
ſolutions, and to furniſh new Seeds of Di- 
viſion and Diſpute, which oftentimes ari- 
ſes from a ſlight occalion: That if theſe 
conteſts ſhould be kept up any longer, 
and that we ſhould amuſe our ſelves thus 
to paſs whole Campaigns in deliberating, 
and principally the precious- time which 
was deſtin'd to enter into Aion, 
This would be juſt to play the Game 
which France would deſire; that we draw- 
ing our ſelves inſenſibly into Winter , 
which is the Mother of buſineſs for her, 
ſhe would have a new occaſion to cry out 
as ſhe uſe to do of Viaory, becauſe ſhe 1s 
alured of her defign, and takes juſtly the 
time of our Retreat and lying in our 
Winter Quarters. 

The Duke de Leganez Governour of the 
HMilaneſe was altogether of the Spaniſh 
Opinion, ( that 1s to ſay ) Pzano veremo, 
and being full of confidence and good will; 
he catch*tatalJ, and was ready to embrace 
the 
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the firſt or ſecond reſolution , or elſe 
both together, if that could have been 
done and agreed to with good Judg- 
ment. 

Bnt as the good Man 1s as great a 
\Vir, as was his Predeceſlor, ſo he ſeems 
to have a little more good nature, 
and the glorious Houſe from which he 
is deſcended ſerves him for a Pattern; he 
contents himfelf nevertheleſs to follow 
the Crowd and plurality of Voices, for 
fear tofall into ſome Hereſie, if he ſhould 
have dar'd to have advanc'd from his own 
Opinion a third projectt. In a word, the 
reſolntion taken to enter into France, was 
the moſt proper for him, and for all the 
other States of Jraly. And if the Count 
ae Caraffa would by misfortune have yiel- 
ded to it, that had been done. But as I 
have already inlinvated to your Majeſty, 
I had ſo well fetter'd him with Chains of 
Gold, that he ſaw himſelf not in a condi- 
tion to make one lingle Step towards it. 
Count Palf,3 good German alſo, otherwiſe 
a brave Man , and the Marquiſs de Pianeſe, 
were abſolutely of the Opinion of Count 
Schomberg, and could not conſent to the 
Negative without regret. 

The buſyneſs having then been tra- 
vers'd by the ſelfconceitedneſs of Count 
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Caraffa, who, as I have repreſented it, 
had no Body with him ; but as he had on 
his ſide all the Imperial Troops which 
made the principal Force of their Army, 
he conſtrain*d all the other Generals in 
ſpight of all they had to ſay, to ſubmit to 
the Law of his Judgment ; ſo that not be- 
ing able todo otherwiſe, they reſolv'd at 
laſt to at&t joyntly with him, and to open 
the Campaign by the Siege of Carma- 
zoille, of which they made themſelves Ma- 
{ters after a great deal of reſiſtance, from 
a part of your Majeſties Troops which 
tought bravely. 

After this Conqueſt they talk'd no more 
of any Projet for the reſt of the Cam- 
palgn. Caraffa keeping faithfully his 
word which he had fo ſolemnly ſworn, 
would hear talk of nothing more hurt 
Winter Quarters, for fear of violating 
his Oath , and paſling for a perjur*d 
Perſon; ſo putting immediately his Hand 
to the Work,he began to treat about Con- 
tributions with the Princes of /taly, who 
finding themſelves in mote trouble than 
if they had an Enemies Army at their 
Gates, found no better way to take, to 
Preſerve Peace and repoſe in their Coun- 
try, than to conſent to the payment of 


great Summs which they demanded of 
them 
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them, rather than to ſee their Inhabitants 
expos'd to the Inſolence and Fury of the 
Souldiers, who were ready to fall upon 
them as upon Innocent Doves. 

The Republick of Genoxza, and the 
Dukes of Mantua and Modena will for a 
zood while remember the coming of 
the Germans into Italy, and the other 
States will have no reaſon to forget 
them. 

But to make ſhort, ſince your Majeſty 
orders me, and that the time to make 
your deſigns appear this Campaign , ap- 
proacheth, I will add only to all I have 
Rid already concerning the Aﬀairs of 
[taly, that I thought fir, as I have let 
your Majeſty know, to make advantage of 
the diſtance of the German Troops which 
were found diſpers'd here and there in 
ſeveral Countries, and to lay Siege to 
Montmelian, and ſecure by this important 
Fort the Conqueſts with which it had 
pleas'd God to bleſs your Arms in Savoy. 
I undertook then this Siege in a time, 
vhen the rigors of the Seaſon makiag uz 
fcel the utmoſt extremity, not to ſpeak 
of a great number of other unhappy ov- 
ſtacies, .vhich ſeem'd to oppole fo great 
an undertaking, I fonad my ſelf fevcral 
Limes oblig'd to quit itz but as your Ma- 
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telty had expreſly order'd me to hazard 
all, I at laſt made it ſubmit to your obe- 
dience in leſs time than I had propos'd 
to my ſelf. 

Catinat, anſwer me, I pray you, ſays 
the King, to what I ſhall ask yon, I have 
a great deſign in Flanders that [ pretend 
to execute ſome weeks hence, and for 
this purpoſe ] ſhall have occaſion for an 
Army of one hundred and fifty thouſand 
Men. As the Troops that | have in Bra- 
bant and Germany are not ſuthcient to 
make this number, may I well diſpoſe of 
fifteen or ſixteen thouſand Men of the 
T+20pS which are under your command 
in Sazoy? As youare the only one of all, 
my Generals who knows the Map of 7r.:ly 
beſt, the deſigns of the Duke of Savoy, 
and the Genins of the ITralian Nation, hav- 
ing travel*d in the labit of aCarmclite throat. 
all thofe Countries, according to the or- 
der I had given you, in hopes that you 
would be one day more proper to do me 
important Services on that jide, and it 
was you who had the care of the buying 
of the City of Ca<a!, having received the 
Sum which I had agreed with the Duke of 
AMantcuz to pay unto him for it. 

Anſwer me, I pray yon, do yon be- 
lieve me tobe in a condition ſafe enough

to withdraw my Troops, and could ycu 
well mike head 2gainſt the Germars, if 
I only leave youan Army of niae thou- 
ſand Men ? 

Sir, anſ{we(*'d Catinat, your Province 
of Daupnme, which was the moſt expos'd 
of all your kinzdom, and into which 
your Enemies have often flatter'd them- 
telves to enter with a great Army, need 
to fear nothing further; ſince the tak- 
ing of 270 meltan, This place as well as 
Piznercl, Suſa and Nice, of the fide of 
Pro2ce, are more than ſufhcient to cover 
It and to put all into a profound fecu- 
rity. 

Put let us turn the Scale, ſays his Mas 
jeſty : It rhe Duxe of S4toy making advin- 
tage of your weakneſs and of the ſmall 
number you will have there, jhonld Þap- 
pen on a ſudden to take a Reſolution of 
forcing the Paſlzges, and of entring into 
my Kirgdom, and that jo:ntly with 
Sc:omberg.,, who commands the F:20: ws 
and the old return'd Refugees they ihovl 
come to enter into Darzpr;..c, ana Put 211 
that Province uncer Contribution ; tcr 
withcut flatteri:: 1:57 ſeit 1 fear tie 0d 
retura'd Refugees, 2d my ne. 2056 ts 
COiNiN2 once to forin tnimil.lics 1550 
1109Ds, and tojoyn them, Woud Mc 
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a formidable Army, for they would pro- 
cure me a Freat deal of trouble, and 
Might in time make this Province to rife, 
which 1s already but too much diſatteted, 
becauſe it 15 that part of my Kingdom 
that I havealways the leaſt minded, and 
which has been the moſt oppreſs'd by the 
great Taxes that it pays me, and lately by 
the paſlage of the Souldiers and the 
Winter Quarters which has almoſt made 
them defolate. That if once this Barrier 
come to be forc'd, my Enemies might 
from Dauphine enter into the Country of 
Lyons, Foreſts and Boucollois, all being o-

Sir, anſwers Catinat, reſt fatish- 
ed 1n this, and let not your Majeſty for 
this ſtop the courſe of your great nnder- 
takings: I] will take care of Dauphine ; 
give me only the charge of it, as you have 
core for the time paſs'd, and confide en- 
tirely in me. 

Eut, ſeys the King, you may be miſta- 


ken Catz at, Do nct you know thaT 
Men 2jter, as well as their Opinions, and 


that ſuch a Reſolution 1s quickly ta- 
ken ? 
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Sir, anſwers Carinat, that your Ma- 
jeſty may not trouble you ſelf, I engage 
you my word upon the Faith of an honeſt 
Man, that your Enemies ſhall undertake 
nothing on that ſide, and that the diſunion 
amongſt them will always be the ruin of 
their undertakings. 

I wiſh it might be ſo, ſays his Majeſty ; 
for if I were aſſured of the contrary, 1 
would chuſe rather to remain all the Cam- 
paign upon the defentive, waiting for the 
Winter to make a Siege, than to ſuffer 
that my Enemies ſhould give me on that 
fide any blemiſh to my glory ; and that 
a Duke of S4:oy, whom | formerly treat- 
ed as one of .my Pages, ſhould boaſt to 
have encamp?d at the Gates of Grerewle : 
| believe I ſhould dye with grief if that 
ſhould come to my Ears : For what ſhame 
would not that be to receive Law from a 
Prince to whom l gaye it all the courſe of 
my Reign ? 

Sir, anſwer'd C atiz:at , Iadd for Con- 
cluſion, that your Majeſty needs not to 
fear any thing from the Duke of Savsy, 
nor from the old return'd Refuzees. Your 
Majeſty has given me with the Command 
of your Army a goiden Key, which has 
the ſecret to open the Hearts, 2nd xs the 
head of MYednſato convert Men into Rocks 
and 
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and make them immoveable; ſo that when 
theSkin of theLion ſhall fail me, I ſhall al- 
ways have that of the Fox, and that will 
be more than ſufficient to ſtop all the un- 
dertakings of the Savoyards and Germans, 
if ſo be they ſhould ſeem to undertake 
more than the laſt Camp:ign. I add to 
all theſeRefietions, that they being uſed 
to come into the Field after that thz 
Troops of your Majeſty have done their 
buſineſs, if occaſion ſhonld require It, It 
would always be time enough to form an 
Army of Detachments, that we ſhall have 
to oppoſe them in zl] their Celizns. Be- 
fiides, I will manaze fo wel] the nine tnou- 
{and that your Ma'zity ſhall leave me, and 
I will cauſe Moniicur de [lt Rar, 'de Bice 
Filters, and az Vins to go to their Poſts 
who ſhall cover the Province fo advanta- 
geouſly that we ſh-1] have nathing to fear. 
The King being ſuftciently inform'd of 
the affairs of Picdm:rir paid to choſe of Cor - 
ralozia, and ſailin preFnce of Monſieur de 
Catinat, that he 2d not ju lg*d it fit to call 
Monſieur de Nox.tille; to tiiis Council of 
War, becauſe that navitiz nothing to an- 
prehend from the part of the Spa-tards 
but ſome fe.ble Rodomontades, and that 
tne Duke dc Villa Hern,o/a their General, 
having more care to {ay his Prayers by his 
greaC 
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great Pater Nofter Beads, which he car- 
ries hanging at the Guard of his Sword, 
than of the Stratagems of War, he had 
alſo made choice of a General fitger to re- 
gulate the Aﬀairs of the Houſe of the de- 
ceaſed Poor Madam de Fontange, of which 
he had the charge whilſt ſhe liv'd, than 
to have commanded an Army any thing 
conſiderable 5 that having belides given 
the Government of Languedoc to his keep- 
ing, and that even till one of tie three 
young Princes ſhould be of age to fill it, 
he was willing alfoto give him the com- 
mand of the Army in Catalonia, as well 
by reaſon of the nearnefs of the place, 
as alſo of the knowledge which he hath 
of the Spaniſh Tongueand Manners. But 
he had ſo ſmall a number in Catalonia, 
that it was not worth while to talk of it ;

that it was true, that he had advice by 
the means of his Spies at the Court of 
Spain, that the Catholick King caus'd a 
Fleet to be Arm'd of 14 or 15 Men of 
War, which were to be jointly com- 
mande.l1 with the Gallies, by Admiral 

Papichi, 
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Papichini, to cruiſe in the Medaiterranean, 
from the moment that the Count 4? 
Eftrees ſhould be put to Sea, and that 
they ſeem'd to have a mind toattempt 
ſomething upon the Coaſt of Provence to 
favour the Duke of Savoy. 

But that he gave ſolittle Faith to all 
thoſe diſcourſes, that he made no difh- 
culty to fay,that ſince they had undertaken 
nothing like 1t the two laſt Campaigns, 
it wasa proof of their weakneſs, and that 
he had by conſequence nothing to fear on 
that ſide. From the affairs 6f Catalonia, 
his Majeſty came to thoſe of Germany, and. 
order'd immediately that Catinar ſhould 
go out of the Chuaber, and that the Ma- 
reſchal de Lorge ſhould come in , Who 
commanded his Army upon the Rhzre, 
and ſaid to him, de Lorge, I pray you 
tell me a word of the condition in which 
YOOPS. 
er'd * Lorge, your Army 
npon the Rhine, tas fuffer'd much by the 
diſeaſes which have Reign'd all this Cam- 
paign, and alfo it finds its ſelf much 
weaken '! by the Death of io great a num- 
ber of brave Officers and Souldiers ; not 
to ſpeak of the deſertion which has been 
alſo very great, notwithſtanding any 
thing we could do to hinder it, Never- 
theleſs 
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theleſs by the care that the Marqueſs 4” 
Uxelles, Monſieur de Melac and I have 
taken, your Majeſties Army is at preſent 
in an incomparable better condition than 
it was 

We have given it good Winter Quar- 
ters, which has much contributed to ir 's 
refreſhment, and cauſe the Diſeaſes to a- 
bate : After that we have ſet our ſelves to 
work with heat and ſucceſs to make the 
neceſſary recruits to render the Regi- 
ments compleat , and that by the means 
of Mony, which we are to conſider in 
that Country as the Materia prima, and 
the ſecond cauſe, which makes that it is 
ador'd among the Germans, and that by 
this means your Majeſty will never want 
Souldiers. 

The King feeing Monſieur de AMelac, 
who followed the Mareſchal de Lorge, ad- 
dreſs'd himſelf to him, and faid to him, 
Melac, have you brought a Liſt of the 
Villages that you have burnt in Germany, 
and particularly in the Palatinate and 
along the Rhzne ? 

Melac anſwer'd, Sir, I have not yet. 
made it, but if your Majeſty deſires it, 
I will make one immediately. 

His Majeſty anſwer'd him,you will do me 


a kindneſs, and you mult take care at the 
fame 
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{ame time to mark thoſe that remain to be 
burnt. 

Afterwards his Majeſty addreſs'd him- 
ſeit to the Marqueſs a* Uxelles, who had 
likewiſe follow'd the Duke de Lorge, and 
ſaid to him, a? UVxelles, I am not altogether 
fatished with the way of your living, 
and I have heard many difadvantagious 
things to your Reputation ; for I am 1n- 
form'd every day that you plunge your 
ſelf into the dirty Debaucheries of the 
Duke de Yendoſme ;, altho* on the other 
{ide I do not diſlike your Services ; and [ 
have given you ſufficient marks by con- 
ferri1% upon you the charge of Lieutenant 
General, in memory of the Siege of 
Mayence, that you defe:.ded ſeven weeks 
together againſt an Army o! one hundred 
thouſand Men, which had at their Head 
the Duke of Lorrain, and all the ElcQors 
of the Empire. 

The Marqueſs 4" Uxelles anſwer'd, Sir, 
I very well ſee that I have great Enemies 
at Court : But 1 pray your Majeſty to be 
perſuaded that all theſe falſe reports that 
have come to your Ears, do owe their 
Birth only to the jealouſy and miſunder- 
ſtanding of ſome Generals, whom I ſhall 
name 1n time and place, in order to clear 
. my ſelf when your Majeſty ſha}l pleaſe to 
order me. His 
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His Majeſty anſwered , the time 1s too 
ſhort to enter into ſuch a diſcuſſion ; grea- 
ter affairs call me into Flanders; ſo I re- 
ſerve to inform my ſelf of all theſe 
matters at my return from the Cam- 
Paign. 

After which his Majeſty turning him- 
ſelf towards Monſieur the Duke de Lorge, 
ſaid to him, dc Lerge, I have call'd you to 
aſſiſt in this Council of War to reveal 
to you a great deſign. I have reſolv'd to 
march into Flanders at the Head of an Ar- 
my of one hundred and fifty thouſand 
Men; the time preſſes, and the undertak- 
Ing 1s important, ſo I ſhall have occaſion 
forall my Forces.

Sir, anſwer*'d the Mareſchal de Lorge, 
your Majeſties Army in Germany may 
amount to about fifty thouſand Men, reck- 
oning the Garriſons of S:r45bourg, of Phi- 
lipsbourg, and the other places ; ſo you may 
depend upon a Detachment of twenty or 
twenty five thouſand Men ; the other 
twenty five thouſand which remain ſhall 
be order'd for the preſervation of the 
Country, -of which I can at any time 
form an Army of ten thouſand Men , 
which will be more than ſufficient to ob- 
ferve the Enemy , and the reſt ſhall be 
diſtributed in-the Garriſons of the Frone 
tier places. 

But,anſwer'd his Majeſty, could not- the 
Germans during that time make uſe of your 
weakneſs and undertake the Siege of 
Philipsbourg, or Landaw,or elfe ont Royal, 
that the deceaſed Duke of Lorr.17 look*d 
upon as the. Flower of all my Fortreſles, 
and inſomuch that he was reſolv'd to have 
it at any rate? Or at leaft can they not 
make ſome conſiderable ravage in the 

Country, 
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Country, and oblige me to quit a great 
undertaking half begun? As I do nor 
marcn unprohtably, but to gather Law= 
rels, and that Victory may follow me 
wherever I go, I ſhould have an inconcei- 
vable trouble, it a Reverſe ſhould happen 
to me, and that that ſhould fall out for 
having fail'd of good Intelligence. 

Sir, reply*d the Mareſchal de Lorge, the 
Germans go not ſo faſt in buſineſs; your 
Majelty makes them gain at this time 
more Conqueſts, than they will make in 
three Campaigns. 

They are too great Friends to their 
Eaſe and good Cheer to forſake their Win- 
ter Quarters in the Month of May. 

Now I think on*t de Lorge, ſays his 
Majeſt;, How did you Govern your ſelf 
the laſt Campaign, which was that of 
1691. for 1 hear that their Army was 
ſtrong. 

Sir, anſwer'd dc Lorge, this Campaign 
was paſs<d like the reſt, that is to ſay, in 
diſputing the Ground. But as the Con- 
federate Army, commanded by the late 
Elector of Saxony, came very late into the 
Field, which is the Original Sin of the 
Germans, that of your Majeſty had two 
Months fooner the Enemies Country at 
her diſcretion. 
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After having caus*d the Forrage to be 
conſam'd on the Right and Left, as I had 
Orders from your Majeſty to keep my ſelf 
upon the Defenſive, 1 repaſs*d the Rhine 
upon the Arrival of the Enemies Ar- 
my. 

The Duke of Saxoxy pretended to fol- 
low me; but as he wanted more neceſſa- 
ries than 1 to make a Bride, ſo I was on 
the other ſlide before he was ready, and 
made my ſelf firſt M:ſter of the beſt Poſts. 
The Marquiſs d Uxelles made on his fide, 
with a Flying Camp, all the neceſſary 
Marches and Counter- marches, as well to 
cover the Place, as to give falſe Alarms 
to the Enemies. Monfſizur de Melac 
open'd the Campaign by thirty Villages 
that he Burnt with a very good Grace. 
As hes the ableſt Incendiary of Europe , 
ſo he has reaſon to hope for a Mareſchals 
Staff for recompence. 

But, ſays his Majeſty, How did then the 
Deſigns of the Elettor of Saxony end ? 

Sir, anſwer'd de Loree, this Elettor 
was a good Prince, made much of by the 
God #fxrs, but alover of Joy, cf Pleaſure 
and of 700d Chear; Brave otherwiſe as 
the Sword he wore. But as he was not 
abſolute in the Army, and that I had the 
ſecret to divide them, I knew always be- 
forehand 
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forehand by the means of my Spies and 
my Intelligence, all the Reſolutions taken 
in their Council : Beſides I do not know 
a Nation more lyable to be Corrupted 
than the Brabarncons; at the ſight of a 
Golden Calf they all Humble and Proſtrate 
themſelves. St. Louis was a great Saint in 
Germany as well as in Flanders: I ſpeak as 
to particulars, becauſe as to the general, 
each People have their Scetulz, who had 
rather Dye a Thouſand times thaa betray 
their Country. 

To come back to my Subject, the Di- 
viſion began,and the Sickneſs accompliſh'd 
the ruin of their Army, which coming to 
want Proviſions by the defe&t of the Ma- 
gazines, ſaw themſelves reduc'd to the 
brink of falling into great extremities. 

The Eleqor himſelf having felt in his 
own Perſon part of the Evils, which be- 
yan to afflit his Army, went out of the 
Camp, and caus'd himſzlf to be carryed, 
Sick of the Bloody Flux to Frankfort. 
Sometime after 1 heard of his Death, 
which made an end of the Expeditions of 
the Campaign of the Germans for the 
Year 1691. 

But, anſwer d the King, that does not 
follow, and does not prove that it will be 
the ſume this year, The Germans may come 
again 
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ag:11 to themſelves, make juſt reflections, 
and enter into their true Intereſts; and 
as they hzvea mighty Spur , which 1s the 
Prince of Ora7ge; and have on the other 
fide trom Fort; to Fifty Thonſand Men; 
if taey ROO come all ofa ſudden to paſs 

the Kine and force you, 1 am perſwaded 
that 5ou weould be 11 a great confuſion, 
havinz but Ten Thouſand Men to oppoſe 
them. Sotkat COMINS to loſe a Batrle, 1 
fhould I>ſe the Faireſt Flower of my 
Crown, end my good Fortune, which has 
promis d not toquit me but in the Sra 
would bid me eternally Farewell. Beides 
that, the /urk m7 Ally, whom I have till 
now ſtroveto raiſe up 1n his hopes, by the 
conſideration of tte Progreſs that 1 nave 
made upon the K/1.. ,would turn his Bick 
upon me, and makiag his ſeparate Peace 
with the Emperour our common Enemy, 
I ſhovild find my ſelf in a very 111 con- 
dition. 

Sir, anſwer'd ae Lovge, Go not forge 
unto your ſelf Monſters for fighting them. 
The Picture that your Majeſty now makes 
of the Preient State of Germany, | IS nothing 
leſs than ſuch. To be fully perſwaded 
therein weneed reflect oaly upoa what has 
bee. done on that lide, fince the beginning 
of tie \Var till now.

It is true,that if Char- 
lemaigne, Charles the V. and Phillip the II. 
ſhould come from the other World, this 
reproach would without doubt be made 
them. Butevery Prince has his Paſſions, 
his Inclinations, and his Weakneſles ; 
your Majelty loves War, the Jate King 
Charls the [1. King of Ezyl.ind lovid the 
fiir Sex, and your Majeſty took care to 
make him a Preſent of Miltrelles. 

The Roman Empzror loves a Harmony ; 
make him a Preſent cf Muſicians.and they 
will take care to inform you of all that 
Paſſes at the Court of YViewa. 

I underſtand alſo Sir, that the EleRors 
at preſent, for tne moſt part, Study the 
Inclinations of their Prince, and ſtrive to 
imitate him in all things, which is the 
reaſon they are all almoſt lovers of Mu- 
fick. So there remzins no more for your 
Majeſty to do, than to make a proviſion of 
Muſicians, ( Brabant above all abounds of 
ſach ) and ſend them into all the Courts 
of Germany, and this will be a Sovereign 
remedy to know and diſcover all.

ſo many brave Eaptains, who had Commanded in 
the former Wars, and who having ſerv'd under 
Turenne and Conde, had learnt Oy theſe great Men 
many fine qualities neceſlary for the Government 
and Condutt of an Army, which will not be found 
in the Perſon of another General. 

Madam de Maintenon, who is a true Siren near 
the King, and who ſees her ſelf Miſtreſs of the 
Heart and Will of this Monarch, by her flattering 
Amours, was ſo lively perſwaded by the Diſcourſe 
of Monſigur de Lovois, that ſhe immediately eſpou- 
ſed the cauſe, and the intereſt of Monſieur de ! ux- 
emburgv, ands promis'd the Marquis de Louvoris to 
ſpeak to the King the very firſt viſit ſhe made, ad- 
ding withal, that ſhe did not doubt but ſhe ſhoul1 
obtain the pardon of this unhappy Man, and draw 
him out of his diſgrace, unleſs that the Inftances 
and the Intrigues of Father La Chaiz?, and of the 
Arch-Riſhop of Paris ſhould prevail over hers; that 
for him who was the chief of the Clergy of Fra: c-, 
(he had the means in her Hands to appeaſe him, but 
that Father La Chaize, would give her a great 
deal more trouble, becaule this good Father was 


an 
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an Enemy to be fear'd, and it was by nov means goo: 
to have hima party againſt one: that ſhe would 
endeavour nevertheleſs to perſwade both the one, 
and the other, which ſh2 alſo did, and Monſieur 
de Luxemburgb was no 12 benolding for his liberty 
to Madam de Maintengr, than to Monficur d2 Louvois, 
tince they equally labourd for his preferva- 
£10n. 

The King having been thus prepoſſeſs'd, and the 
Storm rais'd againſt him entirely appeas'd, the 
Duke began to hope in Priſon to have ſome more 
Liberty, and to taft ſome comfort. He was no 
more kept ſo cloſe up, and his Guards began to b<- 
come more negligent in obſerving him; He was n-.- 

ertheleſs kept intheBaſti!'e a 10o::s tim- 2F.cr args, 

by which the -Court thought to become Guilt!e.s 
in the Eyes of the World, t> the end it might no: 
feem altogether a Connivance, and an Autnorizin? 
of the Crime by grantiny liberty to a Crimina!, 
whom all the Laws condemn'd to death, This was 
done only to diſpoſe by degrees tie People an: 
his Inquiſitors, to receive with leſs noiſe th? news 
of his Releaſe, The timegbeing then come tha: 
France had occaſion for him, as the Marqueſs 4? 
Louvots had foretold ; an:] the King having exp:- 
rienc'd the firſt Campaign, which was that of 1593. 
that his Armies were ill govern'd, andethat th! 
did not Att conformai>y to his intention, an.! as 
he had well enough laid the Scheam};, that if on the 
other fide his Arms had not kad ſucceſs that vear, 
it was not for want of Forces, an:1 being ſeconded 
and ſupported by great 4\rmies, bu: rather the 
fault of the General, who was ncith-r un.lertaking 
enough, nor cunning enough. His Majeſty ha- 
ving caus'd the Duke of Lu-mbureb, to bz call' 
would in granting him grace and pardon take oc- 
caſion from thence to engage him by new favours 
t9 
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to he mure mindful than ever of his Intereſts : and 
make that his acknowledment, ſhould be a potent 
indvu:ement to this General , to excel above all 
wha: tie had donz well and glurivus for the ſervice 
ot {is Prince, in the former Wars, an. particular- 
ly inthat of Holland, where he had f1gnaliz'd him- 
{elt hy his Cruelties, And as the matter in hand, 
was to give him the Command of the Army in Flan- 
ders, becauſe it was there where he had the beſt 
ſucceeded, if we except the Battle of St. Denis, the 
King wiſely thought that he would not fail to make 
himſelf quickly ralk®d of , the Spaniards and the 
Hollanders to feel new marks of his inhumanity, 
which France wanted above all things to oblige yet 
tottering Fortune to declare her (clf for her Arms, 

It was reſolvd upon, utterly to ruin the reſt of 
Spaniſh Netherlands, to the end that he might be- 
come Maſter of them with more eaſe, thereby to 
force the Hollanders to hearken to new propoſitions 
of Peace , which is the aim of his Majeſty, and the 
deſign of the Court. 

Experience fhzws us then at this day, that the 
Marqueſs de Lovos was in the right. - For M--nſteur 
ve Luxemburgb ſtrives on his fide fully to anſwer all 
the expeRations of his BenefaQtor, and the hopes 
he had conceiv*d of him, by the ſignal Services 
which he renders his Majeſty, not only in helping, 
him to ſupport the heavy burden of the preſent 
War ; but alſo in diſcovering to him a ſhort and 
abridg*d way to come quickly toa glorious Peace ; 
and as he isa Man that*abounds in mahce, and 
knows ſufficiently what is Gaod and Evil, yet he 
ſtrives to forget that little of Humanity , and Chri- 
ftianity which is 1-ft him,& goes on in a full Career, 
with his Sword in his Hand, i1to that Cabal, which 
ſeeks h2w to find out Kings, and then to aſſaſſinate 
them, Here is enough for Monſieur de Luxemburgh, 

let 
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let us finiſh his Chapter, and bid him adieu for 
altogether, with putting him in mind that *tis high 
time for him to tet about his Converſion, unleſs he 
will dye as he has livd.

15 at Rome, and ask pardon 0: God and of the Holy 
Father for ſo great a Sin.

As to fr. Parker an En:!ih Omficer , we

that ſhe ſtrives alſo to render great Scrvices to the 
French Monarchy : and that when ever we come to 
a Peace ſhe will have no leſs Contribute to it, 
by her Cares, than the Arms of Þ-r Monarch. 
But :et us ſay allo at the ſame time, that ſhe gives 
a very bal example to the Ladies of the Adby of 
St. Cyr, of whichſte is Superiour, and tiat his Va- 
jeſtics Council of Conſcience, will never juſtin 
her betore God. for the Crime fhe has committe.*, 
in giving her advice to ſo Ftorrible an attempr. 
adviſe her then to diſpoſe of her i*If carly. togv 
make her Repentance in tizz Convent of PVenitents 
by the Example of thoſe that liave gone betore 
her. Here is enough for her, let us go on.

cruelly underwrit to the Ceath of the greateſt 
Prince of Eurcp-. 2fter this Stroke, 1 ſav, may 
we not lay, 1 hat the whole Monarchy 1s at this 
day govern'd by Jciuits ; ard that inſtead! of one 
Lours the Fourteenth, we lee ore Father I: Chaize 
reigning an fitting upon the Throne of the French, 
£1vIng his Orders, and making a:l his Tragical :nd 
Eloody Attors to perform their | parts 

And as the Soul of Luremeursh is an Attire Soul, 
and by conſcquence, the moft confo: m=ble to rhe 
Soul of this Reverend Father, /0 Þas tc b:encho- 
ſen to be at the Head ot thete Allalſinares the be t- 
ter to comman.l them, ard to adiyet this Expe- 
dition to the Hiftory of wr Lite, as the laſt Aafter- 
Dizce of It. 

Butlet us come to our purpole, and confeis, That 
ail theſe Proceedings are made: bY France, to Ccme 
quickly to her end, which is an 20 VOOR L'cace. 
Let is alſo add, for Corc!: :67, That 1cuis rhe 
Great, often miſtakes himſel *r the Execution of 
his vaſt Deſigns : tince of a!! t!1s kewurior he had 
taken for this Campa! gn, Experience has ſhcun vs 
that he was Out in ns Wes 5 420Ut the lmagi- 
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nary Re-eftabliſhment of King James , about the 
Engagement at Sea, about the Entry of the Duke 
of Savoy into Daupbine, and about the affaſſinating 
of King William. 

It is true, he made himſelf Mafter of Namur, 
which was one of the four great Undertakings that 
was the object of his Ambition. But then we may 
alſo own, that this Triumph has been ſufficiently 
counterbalanc'd by the ruin of his Fleet, andof the 
Deſigns of King James, which are all blown into the 
Air, by the glorious Irruption of the Duke of Savoy, 
who has put his Country under Contribution 3 and, 
laſtly, by the Shame and Infamy which will always 
attend the Faleneſs of having attempted on the 
Life of ſo great a Prince. And here ar»: the Events 
which have flatter'd this Monarch into the begin- 
ning of a Campaign, but which nevertheleſs have 
not anſwer'd the zreat hopes he bad conceiv'd. Let 
us ſee, at preſent, what he will unCertake anew, 
and if his Projects will have the ſame Succeſs the 
next Campaign: Let us wait for him boldly, and 
make him ſce that our People are not ſo weary of 
the War as his Subjetts ; and that if he will come 
to a glorious Peace, with which he flatters himſelf, 
and ſeeks after with eagerneſs, he muſt, at the leaft, 


ſurrender up all his Conqueſts.
